This  year  is  the  first  in  which  direct  shipments  have  been  made  to 
Manchester  and  Avonmouth,  the  stealers  "Hurv.iui"  and  "Piako"  both  taking 
lots  there.    The  "Hurunui"  carried  13,0j0  eates  of  ITelson  fruit  for  ^or.-.on 
and  West  Coast  ports.    The  "Piako",  which  sai.  led  from  Wellington  on ; Mason 
30,  took  23,000  cases  of  ITelson,  V/airarapa  and  Napier  fruit.    Of  this 
amount,  12,700  cases  were  for  Glasgow  and  10, ^OO  cases  for  Manchester,  -a
